LONDON, Nov. IS.— Driving with terrific force into Russian Poland 
between the Vistula and Warthe rivers, the German army which ad­ 
vanced from Thorn has now regained approximately 
one-third of the 
territory which was lost in the recent retreat from Warsaw to the Prus­ 
sian frontier. 
A great battle is now raging along a seventy-five mile front in this 
section.

It is pointed out. therefore, that as the allies on the west have failed to 
gain advantage as a result of division of the German strength due 
t o 
the Russian advance on the east, a practical abandonment of the invasion 
of East Prussia may come if the western allies have not cleared France 
of the Germans by the first of the year. 
Turkish victories in the Caucasus 
are also going forward arousing sen­ 
timent for the complete annihilation 
of the Turk.
